(i) Detection and juroat 

At the beginning of Nov 44 a 'V"HaJvn of XV/lIiyP, in the course of 
an aisaorous adventure, uade the acquaintance of a certain ex’-danoor by idio name 
of Anna^OGOtlN, TMs v/oraan lived in tho .Ponsiono Pi'iTRIii, at 45, Gorso BUENOS 




iiJCRES, l£EL/iN, raaking her living by laroeny and frauds and by soiling hor 
favours, Sho said she had booh the soistross of a vyho wont by tho narao of 
Nino, an interesting type ■'.’rino ■worked for iiie Partisans, had plenty of aoney and 
fjiiso peters, and was in contact witla a gang of young rnon who possessed aros 
a;id cars. He wais shortly to ijalco a trip to SV/IT2ERLiiNI), vdacro ho 'was well 
kno-wn to pcrsonali'tios of the Italian Legation and reproson'tativos of ‘the Vatican, 
Vr/lll/F T/ero greatly interested and ‘their agents -woro instruetod to find this 
Nino as soon as possible: at first all atteiapts •wore unsuccessfxil, but at tho 
b(5ginning of Dec, POG-OLIN volimtocrod "the inf ori.iation ■that hor life was no^w in 
dixnger from hor ox-lover, and sho v^as prepared to bo'fcray liim to ‘the G-bnaans, 

In point of fact she was ^activated by jealousy, as ho had now started an affair 
'VKL'th tho proprio'tross of a laundry and intended to v-iorry hor. On 10 Doe 4^, 
ttio Dienststello ■was able to arrest Nino, tlirough. hor cooperation, at tho 
P<5nsione both ‘those prci‘jisos .;nd ‘tlio noarby propor^ty of his laiindross- 

f lance were ‘then occiqjied by V-LoTifco, 

(ii) Intorror.a.tion of SxlCGH I , 

Preliminary examination of Nino, ’.Tho v/^as in possession of several 

s<3ts.of forged papers, produced tlic fact tiaat Ms real nai^o was GiovanniVSu'jCCin^ 

tjiat he had a long police record, including vxiTO 'than one osoapo iK’om'gaoI’/ fo 
his credit, and ‘that Ms activities in the political and intolligcnoc field had 
corviicnbod in early 44. At first very reticent, ho gradually broke do-wn under 
interrogation, and in 'tho end betrayed a largo nuihor of all tlxo ^illiod agents 
, ovon'fcually captured by IV/Hl/P, It al^vjays romainod a nystory how s^uch an 
obviously criminal typo as S/iCCIil had managed to gain ‘the confidence of so nary 
argents, . The only cscplanation seemed to bo that tho espionage naissions ■wore 
iiosufficiontly equipped and reinforced from Allied -^sources, and wore forced to 
rely on anyone, however doubtful, vho could shelter them aj^ supply ‘them wi"tl> 
necessary espionage ‘uiatorial.

(b) Mission TAR ^ 

(i) Arrest . of DB ..dJGELIS and GNR BI 

SAOCHI oonfossed ‘bo Icnewing that tviro ieportant aonbofs of "Iho 
Allied IS were at •‘the moiaont li-ving in a house at 26, Piazza. Grandi. As a 
result, ‘two men, one tho owner of tho property,, ‘the (buginocrulS^Jt^ and the 

other a young man ■who at first said ho was a liaison of f ieex^ wi^fch ‘U.io Partisans, 
but vho later "tumod out to bo a WT Operator naimo^'^SsRBI^WOTO arrested "thoro 
on 25 Dec 44, Through carelessness on ■fcho port of. tho Dienststello, DE 
ANGELIS had learned of tho arrest of SalCCHI, and hcd. dyed his fair hair black, 
but ‘this nor ely helped to nake him ax'! objoot of groator suspicion. Papers- 
found on Ms person, ably evaluate^ ^ Si£!CIII , lod to 'tho arrest of four ‘ 
persons, Rorx)l5^^'^l^QRIjt*^Jl21ulOL a yo'ung woman called "Llaria” and Carl otto 
' vAMNCGHIO, Np^tliing v/as proved against 'tiaoia and "they 'wore released after a 

ahbrt time, jilso fo^und in DB iiUELIS’ room was a rough draft of a lottoc* to - 
a man named Giil^BA (soo Sxib-para d,v, ) referring to "the sotting up of a 
proposed espionage net and carbon copies of a detailed plan to ^botago 
roads and railvrays simultaneously,, and ■fclivis make a Gcnaan o-vacuation of i viTTAj I 
icposs.ible. This last plan had boon coiiinunicated . to AOT and approved; tho . 
necessary iaatcrial to carry it out had boon promised, but 'was not yet to hand. 
Irplicated in the plot v/as a. certain high rai.lvray official naanod^CIilTTOLINI,^''-' 
who had already boon arrested in TURIN on other charges. 




DE IJ'TGELIS’ behaviour during interrogation -vvas very oorroot; 
ho would not reveal anytMng -tha.t v/o'uld prejudice "the safety of any of his 
aasociates not already under arrest, and only talked freely about the Mission 
when hs realised that SLlICHI^s evidence hai cotipletoly coc 5 )romiscd it already, 
G-ERBI, too, beha-yed v/i’th equal restraint and courage, expressing himself 
I'erf*ectly willing "fco -undergo the supremo penalty for espionage -Mlh Ms supcrioi’. 
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if neeossary, Thoir interrogation, "bo-sod on statocibnts from ai'iCCHI, Tixo was, 
mnr talking frooly, olicitod tho faot that they woro both uoriboz's of the Britieh 
lB.ssion "TiJi"., of viiioh tho follo^ving piotiiro was built up (for tho salco of 
oontinuity oortain facts obtained by interrogation of persons arrostod later-* 
ai’o included) i ' • 

(lii) Despatch of Mssioh 

Mission T.di-was sent by the British IS and originally ccc^nrisod 
tl'troc nenbers, tho cliiof, the Italian Capt BERTO (real naiao bolioved to bo, 
but never ostablishod, C..u,IR<iNi».) , EE ,*iJNG-]iILlS as on assista.rA and G-ERBI 
oi)crator, Thoy he.d boon tr^dnod at BRIiroiSI, having roooivod paraehuto- 
dropping practice at an cir field outside BRDiDISI and a short course on tho uso 
of oiplior, personal disguise, and shadowing and behaviour during interrogation, 
at a villa, in tho town itsolf. They wore provided v/ith 250,000 Lire and two : 
,W' sets of British or ..bnerictm manufacture; tho nonoy cane froia SIM, vhilst 
tlic TO sets were provided by the British. 

Tho party left BRD'IDISI in iiiid-Juno 194^ in a Halifax boribor with 
a Polish aircrew, and shared their aircraft vdth Mission ORO (soo sub-para o) ^ * 
an unfortunate oco noisy in transport, because it meant that tho tvro missions 
know too iiiuoh about oach -other, and in addition HSRTO and tho loader of liLssion . 
ORO woro on vciy bad terms, Tho route lay duo NORT^ ovor tho 7JEIATIC to 
lEiTERLi, ' and tlion TOST ovor tho mountains to a position TOST of Lokb Il’iGG-IORE, • 
T1 :.u 3 dropping wai^ unfortunate, because the 'two missions dropped atraiglit into 
a Goi:Tjan anti-peu7tisan operation, ana. woro very nearly capturod, apd to moke 
matters ivorso, 3liR had its-TO sots damaged, and BERTO broke his log in two 
places -vdiich put him hors do combat for a laonth or tv/o, i.ftor hiding out in 
a oavG for some days, ilission T/JR lianagod to establish contact with a group. of . 
partisans under (MaJ^^cidERTI, and went to vrork, . 

(iv) Tasks of Iho liission 

Tho tasks of liLssion T.JI were to sot up a general espionage not- 
ivcrfc in NORTH IT.’JjY, to study a report on political trends among tlao partisans, 
pertioularly watdiing Communistic tundoncics and infLuenoo, and to report either 
by Eaoans of. TO to thoir Control in BRIIIDISI, or by courier via SiYlTZSSIt'UD to- 
iiCT. At least one long, report, containing information on •tilG political 
tendenoios of tho Partisans, was. sent by BERTO tlirough this lattca: channel, and 
a largo ■ nui±) or of TO contacts were mdo by GEEiBI iTith Iris Control, 

(Purthcr details of tiro vrorlcing of tho "WT linlcs aro not know^, 
as tho tedinioal intorrogation of GERBI on the TO sido was oarriod out by Lt' 
ZE3-/EKE of tho short-remge DP platoon in lilL'iN (under OMi/liNV/Fu. Ill) . , 

(v) Activities of EE iHS-ELIS and GERBI 

Contrary to thoir or'dors fresra tho despatching agency, DE 
iilJGELIS and GEEBI,' after several v/coks in tiio mountains • M of Lalco LL'jGGIQRE, 
decided to vonturo further afield. They first wont to a factory situated 
between UDGNisNO and BUSTO zlRSIZIO, but were unable to ostablish WT oaomunication 
from hero, and consequently mndo thoir wny to MHuiN, vhero GERBI installbd 
-his sot in Su'iCCHI* s house at 8, Via Ravenna (2nd floor),- SuiCCill as a 
contractor to. the partisans a.nd to a lossor oxtont, a partisan lohder, had

■While GER3I was living vdth S.JDCHI, EE j.'J'JGELIS had set up. liis 
tieadquarters in an apanteent at No»2if, Piazza Grandi, He still maint^ned 
contact^ by courier with his chief BERTO, viho was conval.esoing with the partisans, 
ISERTO, for his part, vms against the splitting up of the group, "but could do 
nothing about it in view of his helpless condition, and ooritimod to send down 
infonaation on the Partisan situation for EE iJJGSLIS to forward into dOT by 
courier, iuiother of DE illGSLlS* activities at this tine was ■tiio establishing 
of a. link with the CLNiil, -vvith a view to getting into touch vdth Geh CilDOMi*, 
presumably in order to repleniaii his coffers and if possible to. obtain another 
■WT seti Althouf^ he was imsucoessful in bontacbing tlie General, he did contact 
another /illied IS gro\ap, that of EE lu'i.irdENTIS .(see sub-para f). He also 
worked 1 : 5 ) a sEiall- dspionago ring .v.lth the cooperation of a certain Dr StlGESSB, 
vdioia he had looown for sokto years, and viiose surgery at 2Z}., 'Via PrancOsoo Sforza, 
he used as a report centre, . By Nov his financial position had bocome rather 
serious, and the f axst coupled Tdth. a dotermination to obtain another TO sot by 
some means or other led him to arrange a journey to STOTZERLi'iND. Ho made tho 
trip in tho oorapany of S/lCCHI, \^oso relations to tho group had already boon 
fi.'ovmod on by BERTO, Tho tr/o vraro guidod by GJltB*- (soo siib-para d,v)- ovor tho 
frontier and brought to BERNE, -viioro cbntact was mdo mth Gon BL'iNCHI, Militery 
Aiitaoho at tho Italian Legation (not to bo oonfusod vdth Col BL'JtCHI of Mission 
ORO), and tho British IS in tho person of "Maj JONES", ail though BE' iJTGBLIS. 

WEis reproachod vdtli his arbitrary decision to remain in wITT..A W against orders, 
ho vns promised a 7/T set end also a new task, ’diich '»ms at tiiat stago hot 
specified, 'Sy coincidence, he also met tho head of Mission ORO thoro. Not 
Icng aftor his return to HeLiN in early Dec, and \liilo wtdting for instructions 
about his new task, ho was arrested by IV/lIl/P, ■'.dth GERDI, os doscribod in

(vii) A otivitios and irrest of BERTO

kniiw. Learning v4ia.t had. taken place, he returned to tho mountains, •viiorc ho ' 
haxi alroahy done cxcollont v/orlc, and had in feet so entorod into tho light of

obsorvation, \m-til tiio T/vR ca,so ■•iTas oonaidorod closed. It was 'thou decided 
tha.t they ■were all, vdth -the oacoption of BOVIENZIE, harmless onouj^ and not 
v/orth the trouble of anrosting, BOVIENZE however, Tsho had also boon coniieotod 
with ano.'thcr espionage group (soo IH.ssion ORO sub-para o iii), was arrostod, 
and released on 22 Apr k5») BERTO took up Ms abodo in the houso used by 
BELLiWlSTA and SuiGSSSE and directed this resurrected Mission TaiR, helped by

(viii) InterroRation of BBICTO ’ 

Littlo v/as learned that T/as not already knoTm. from Su’iCCHI and froci 
tho obsenrations of V— Lcuto, but oortain gaps wore at least filled in and a 
OQoplote pictiirc fomed of tho history of Mission T.iR already dosoribod, 

Tho behaviour of BERTO and SiilESSE under intorrogatibn refiebted .to their oroditj 
they admittod tlioir ov/n activities, but did not involve other ;^rsons or betray 
aty Allied Intelligence organisation gonorally. It oay bo raontionod that, 
during interrogo-tion, BEHTO was pfforod t!ao ohanco of collaboration T/itJi tho 
GorniariS in a plan to work mth onglophilo Italians to oonibat Russian and 
GOiariiunist influence in NOHTS ITALY. Ho v/as not against the project but made 
the reservation tlrat British consent was indispcnssblo, IjJ. -any case 'too idea 
wont no further as the course of tho vrar prooludod any further stops being 
t.ilo3n in tlic niattor, 

(ix) D isposal of Mciabors of IfiLssion Tt\R and Helpers 

BERTO,. IE iiliG-EL'IS a.nd GERBI v/pre transferred to BOLZLiK) Concontra- 
tion Cas^y after tlioir interrogation in jiid Feb 45 and roloasod in aid Apr, 

S.'iGESSE suffered a severe haeiporrhogo soon aftor his arrest and was adniittod to 
t] 10 .hospital of the Sill VITTORE prison “hero ho Viras found to bo in an advanced 
state of tuberculosis. Even hero he continued to vrork on behalf of the Allies', 
a:.id was suspected of getting information out of tlio prison in collusion witix one 
of "the doctors.

hov/Dvor, able to be built up partly from statononts already made by S;»CCIII and ' • 
jvicobers of IJission Ti'Jl and from collation of inforraation obtoinod frora the largo 
r..uinbcr of persons now interrogated, , 

(iii) Bospatoh of OHO 

KAilBfflO, alias PERRI or PiDE- or PSERONE, vms. an officer of -aio 
Ita.lian General Staff, v/iio had fouglit for PPdJTCO in SP.JII and against the 
Russians during the present war, and suffered groat mental conflict at tho timo 
of the Italian anaisticc in Sep 43. Eventually, however, ho decided to remain 
■loyal to tlio King, In la.tc spring klh ho ha.d boon svuamonod "by "the Italian 
IntelligencG Service 'to BHIrffilSI and chosoh for ospionago Vi/ork in NOHTH ITiiiLY. 

He was given a. short tcadning in paracliuto' dropping and tlacn put at iho head of 
tho Bri-tdsh liission. Ho had a. nutibor of difficulties in got-bing together tho. 
riiccibors of his Mission, o.g, his original assistant ESHTO ' lef t him to load 
lifdssion TiR and he rofusod to accept his original Iff operator GHRBI, -vHao also 
wont to }£ission T/'Jl, Instead of BSITO ho was given a less voluablo roplaoo- 
i;ient in tho person of an Italian Ar-iy Lt, iJlGi»NTE, but on tho o'fchor hand; 
received a first olc.ss ,Y/T operator, Gino D'.'iNGELO, As already mentioned in 
the account of lUssioh T/\R, tho tv/o missions left BRINDISI togofe.or in Jxm 44 
by air. They -werb dropped in an area M of Lako Ii.GGI0EE, Mssion 6R0 losing 
all its baggago and V/T sots in tho proooss, so "that Ihoy had to take ovor one 
sot, frora Mission !LiR, It was at this period "that P.IjUMBO also r.iado tho 
cnqmintonco pf S/iCCiiil, vAio helped bo'th missions Till and ORO to obtain supplies 
for a tivao'vMlo they wore ’with -tlao partisans, and vdth Dr,.

' P,iLUMB0*s task v/as ■to cstaJhlish cont.-jct rvith CLN„I, study 
tho political tondonoios wdtliin this body o.nd if possiblp gradutlly ojssuivio 
control of it, and in addition set lip liis nctv/ork for 'the collection of 
military inforiaation. ijftcr a delay of about a month, caused by difficulty

PiiLUMBO, ABGxiWTE and D'/iNGELO, raoved intp MIHiN. D*iiITGELO sot up, ilia V7T ae'^ in’ 
the house of SACCHI, .Tsiioro the '?/T sot of iiLssion TLil vras also lator oatablishod, 
and. aJ?GJJ'TT!S lived vdth the above nontioned ZiiCCHLi at 72, Via Corsica, P* JiUi-iBO 
T/aa constantly ctejiging his address. Ho soon aoxr the inadvisability of haying 
toe close connection mtli such a doubtful chcxactor as Si'jCCill, apd voftor a treolc 
or so ordered the Y/T set to bo noved to the partially bori»6d house of a friend . 
of his,. Marcheso CRIV3LLI, at 8, Via Pontaoco, and froia there, .in view of the 
fact that CRIVSLLI was a kno'ivn anti-fascist, it to.s moved after tiirco weolcs to. 

2, Via Mozart,. vAicro it vra.s ovonturJ-ly seized together v/ith the operator 
D'^iUHLQ by the ,ir'i'iIL.Jf on 4 Nov 44, iJ.'tlaougla on tlio viiolo thq YVT iink vdth

in connection ■with the partisa.ns, Tlio general par’tison posi-tion in N*. ITi'JjY 
v/as far from satisfactoiy to the Allied High Coi’xyind; tx-icro \toro c. number of 
political parties reprosonted, and they did not ha-yc tlio spirit of cooperation 
necessary for -tho putting forth of a nabcinui’.! effort, . It ’v/as tltc ,'J.lied ain to 
unify -these partisan forces -under one coixnand and pro-vido -bhem vd-tli a stiffening 
of regular officers v/i-th no political bias. To -this ond Gen CilDORNxi. l^jd 
arri-yed fron ACT in Aug' 44 (see ca.so of Do L-i-URMTIS sub para f) and ho and 
R/JLiUMBO had already been in contact and exchanged -viei/s. In raid Nov 44 
PJiUi'iBO decided to niakc his -way to SV/ITZERLllD v/i'bli -ty/o aii-js in raihd, Pirstiy 
and. principally ho set liirisolf the to.sk of recruiting suitable Italian officers 
fren Svd-ss Intcrnroont CoJiips to introduce intp the partisan forrar-itions, and 
secondly to offset the influence of Ow pro-yious rnissipn led by Prof PiiRRI on 
behalf of the CLKU to AOT, a mission which ho o.nd Gen C..JDORNA felt ivas, ax'med 
at uiidcnaining the latter's power in N, ITiliY, . It v/as never Icnov/n -vihat' 
treusp^od concerning this second, highly confidontial part of his errand, but • 
as far as the rocr-uiting mission was concerned, about ton officors, all 
politically dcpcndablo, vrarc selected and actually turned up in l -Th iJ ‘ipetwcon 
Dec 44 Q-nd' Feb 45, /woong them v/ere the persons already Liontionod in sub-para 
ii abevo. . Carlo GREPPI^ the son-in-lo.v/ of Gen CiJXiRN/;. and a morabor of the 
Thi,rd SuWOHi Ca-yaliy Regt, worked as the treasurer of the Partisan Hi^ Coinaand’ 
and. rc-yoalod that PibUMBO had rocciYod, 'all told, the smr of a raillion Lire 
frem the CLWAI; ii^cn it is realised tho.t on the ooccjsion of Prof PaltRI's 
nd-Esion on behalf of the CLN^il toAiOT in Nov, 16,000,000 Lire wofo placed at 
their disposal by the Allies, tliis contribution seo-ms rather niggardly, Pio , . 
BRINI -was the personal adjutant of Pj'JjU 1.IB0 and responsible for very ic^xjrtant 
vrork, including the v/riting and editing of reports, personal liaison on ' 
behalf of his chief, confidontial courier mssiona, and last but not least, 
the arcliives of the High Cxamnand, a v/ork which waa still in its early 

stages, • ’ ‘ 

"BL.\NCIII" , whoso real name proved to ,bo ijJLdo BEOLClilNI, vdtla 
anc tiler alias, Reggio ncrc "MONTI", v/as' a General Staff officer and old friend 
of PiiLUi-EBO, id thovicJi, in consequence of his illness, ho ’iVas never properly 
inticrrogatcd, it seemed tiiat he v/orkod under P JjUi.'IB0 to organise the 
csfdonagc side of tiio Partisan High ComLaa.nd, a ta^sk to -whidi he devoted liinh* 
self Td.th great Industry-, His link witH tlio latter .v/as Zbl5CHLl, xA\o as '] 

mentioned in sub-para, ii above, eventually betrayed him, PJiLUHBO kept soejo 
of these newly recruited officors v/itli him in IHLIT and sent others to^tho ViJj 
d'OSSOIul area, -which vyas m ilitarily ond politically in a very confused state, 
or for special work in VERONil, PiJjUlvtBO declared that ho intended these 
off icers to enter partisan units as ordinary mc;l)crs and gradually work -their.

failed. , In gi'vdng . this acoo-unt of his political activities, PidjUiiBb so far 
stuxjoodod in convincing Iv/lIl/P that his aotivi'iy v/as not altogether against 
G-e.riiian interests, in as much a.s it had ‘the eoiribatting of coaiviunist influonco 
for its aim, "that ■the at to-pt to caputre Gen C^DOPiILi ms gradually .given

He still' hoped to bo 
able to ro-ostablLsh an espionage notv/ork and to restore coiaaunioation -with his 
base in BRINDISI, Ho ondoavourod -to sot up now information networks, and as 
muoh as possible to utilizo in addition -fiioso alroac^ existing a 3 ong -the 
partisan -units. He had a liigh opinion of -tlio Intelligenco organisa-iion . 
of tijo . Partisan Hif^ Command PIBDi'IONT but regarded ■the similar organisations 
ir. other regions as very poor. Ho hoped to bo able to linlc 1 : 5 ) these various 
oi-ganisationshoadcd by Col BEOLCHINI ( "BlidCIil" ) , Ho also, oooporatod largely 
•vvi.th -the SHvI organisation in LOlIB/JffiY, vhich provided him with very good 
inforraa-ldon on -the a.ctivi-ly o.f .^C L'lUciN, vhioh it ooiild only ha-vo gained from 
semeone in the higher ranlcs of -die latter. In the matter of oomi-nuni cations •vd.-tli 
hi.S base, he. had of covirso t^vo altorna-tivos, ei-thor by TO or by coixriori lil- 
thotigh he stated in interrogation iiat the loss of his TO sot in Nov had ruled 
out tho forindr method almost completely, iv/lll/p found this hard to bolie-ve 
afi "there W 2 X) plenty of sots at tho disposal of the partisans in IDHBiiHDY, and 
in any oaso a number of TO messagos signed by him and ready for despatch YiiQro , 
dj.soo-vercd among his documents; A certain Prof Claudio SILi-NI, arrested on 10 . 
Fob 2f5, was suspocted, altho"ugh not proved, "txi bo tho link bo-tiveen P;>LU3;®0 and 
h:.s TO set, SILtiNI was la.tor roloased unconditionally duo to lack of evidenoo. 

During PidUIBO* 3 -visit to S'';vITi3ilRLiJfD (soo sub-para v abo-ve) ho 
h£id, arranged a systciii vAieroby at least every ton da.ys a ooxjrier, usually .one of 
hf.s own officers, -vvent -to STOTZERmo. As personal and confidential oourior 
ho had Pio' BRUNI, -\33io., tra.yelled under the nai-ao of "RICCI.**, .and v/as used for very 
oonf iden-tial eirands, Be-fcwoon 19 and 23 Jan 45 BRUNI vront to 3Ti7IT2EEL/iND and 
h;xd interviews with all -the inportant morabers of -tho i\llibd IS, and was to havo 
made ano-tiier trip on 12 Feb for tho piorpoao of bringing back "two WT sots and 
qpefa-tors to MlhlN, Bic crossing, of tho frontier v/as -usually made at a sma1.1 ,

■working as a. guide to uportant agents and couriers, helping "thGCi "to cross "thQ 
Sidss frontior from tho Italian toTm of TIRANO, ' ."jaang tho persons he 
o.scorted across -tiio frontier T/oro SACCIEt and TM .JlGELlS, ,of Mission 5AR (siib- . 
p;ira b above). At the boginning of Doe 44 ho was given a mission by a

Fob 45, -Agricola. SExd?S, ferrigo BORIII, Mario BuHB-iTO, one other narao unknoivn, and 
finally blaj USMIANI wore arrested, lioa.nvTdiilo SILVIERI 'iDrovod only too ■vd.lling 
to betray his other aocoiTg)licos , and in tho next fwj days vras instrumental' in, 
tlic arrest, of Roberto IT^JjI, and Dr. ESDUZZI, along T/ith a nucober of persons 
active in VERONA and UDUIE \iio ■v?ere arrested tlirovigfi IV/linyP VDSONA. In

In oonnootion ^vith the attoi:pt to arrest Gen CJiDORNA a. comedy 
of errors ensued vhich aliovrod the essential lack of liaison between IV/lIl/P 
and S-»po und 3D Gruppb OEERIT,\LIEN \VE3T and tho iJC LOIiit SILVIERI doelarcd 
that QADORN/i. could bo found at the,. 'roe del Paco ovory Friday at midday, A 
tra.p yras arranged for Friday 9 Peb 45* SILVIERI and a V-mann of IV/lI3yP \7oro 
at tho Aroo del Paoo at tho appointed time. An unlcnown person airrivod and 
gave the oorreot pass-word, SILVIERI, who apparontly did not knew CiJX)IWi.- by 

si^t, asstimod -this person to bo ho, and arranged anotlaor mooting at the bqlio 
place for the follevri.ng day, Tho man -was followed after ho loft Hie Arco^ del 
Paco and strangely cneu^^ -was seen to nako his v/ay to the Sipo und SD HQ in tho 
Alborgo Regina', vdioro ho disappear cd.

Ho rooruitod an old friend, .ARGENTI, , and then 
l£jiZ0Rii.TTI, ROTTA and SILVIERI, Tho latter had boon worlcing- well for tho 
Aiaario^ Intelligonco Service for a long time, prinoipoJLly undor RiJN/IJH-SB&IiB, 
with ’iiihoa however ho was at that tiv.To on very bad tonns. By Jan 45 'tiio group 
was sending excellent reports by courier to SV/ITZERIuJ©; tho reports for Fob 
‘wca'o captured in IJ?GENTI' s house, Tho latter was responsible for editing- tho 
rqijorts. and for tho payaont of inforaors, assiS'bod. by ROTTA who noted as his 
secretary, Mt'iRZORi’iTTI was rosponsiblo for tho LOliB^’J®! area, with partioiilar 
oaqihasis on industrial espionage and Ihe formation of an organisation to prevent 
destruction of indiistry in tho event -of a Gorriian ovaucation.

He vrarked under the alios "PSLTHE" 
and declared that at the tine of his arrest he had only just bogim to mke i 
contact mth Mission Oil. ■ Later, after his roloaso, ho stated that hp hod been 
tiio head of another espionage not'ii'ork i^cli had obtained valuable infonaa.tion 
-on the PO defences. Ho had also collabora.tod intiijatoly vdlh tho dnorican 
agent Dr, LBNSR (sco sub-para h bolov/'), 

(viii) Disposal of tho Priaonors ' 

Of tJip persons drrostod, iH&ElJl’I; and iLHZQiliTTI 'V/of o oxchangod

rnraos wore Achillo "PINCH lEIJA!^ Lioncllo "SP,j'Jli" anddilossandro H/iVA, Ihoh tho

No diroot oo'tion ■would 
ha'vo been -taken on this flinsy hearsay evidonoo,. ha.d it not boon for tho fact 
that it became known -that •tho Fascist Brigata Nora was about to arrest -iheso 
persons on its own account , and os -this would havo made any' subsequent onguiiy 
by rv/ni/^ difficult, it was dooidod to take ootibn at onoo. Tho house -was ' 
raided and -throo women -viroro arrostoi^ on tho o-voning of 31 Deo 44* Two of -tho 
•y/aaon ■wore Elda CAu'FEK»iTTI , and Elda BONARI; -tho third -was ruloosed on 'tho

Tho interrogation of PEPE' was oarriod out by HAUTH, aiid picduood

Polico authority, Tho Legion had, both before and afterwards, been carrying 
out a sorlesf of exploits vhich in the popular opinion wero raoro jdoin • 
brigandage rather than aids to the^ furtheranoe of political ideas.
